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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant has presented new claims significantly different from those previously 
presented, therefore the previous rejections are not directly applicable. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 93-119 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative 
relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the necessary 
structural cormections. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are the 
relationship between the filter and the tissue collection chamber and the cell collection 
chamber. Applicant's processing unit requires a tissue collection chamber and a filter 
and a cell collection chamber but does not make it clear how these parts of the 
apparatus are oriented for the prescribed purpose of processing stem cells. 

Further, there is no claimed element within the apparatus that will facilitate the 
concentration and/ or separation of the stem cells from the adipose tissue as is the 
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specification-discussed invention. The claims also are indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention because the apparatus has means for separating adipose tissue from lipid, 
blood and saline but also refers to the collected tissue as "adipose tissue'' and because 
the apparatus requires a chamber for concentration of adipose-derived stem cells but 
does not detail how the apparatus facilitates the transition between adipose tissue (first 
or second type ) and adipose-derived stem cells. The claims are incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. 
See MPEP§ 2172.01.
